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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 31, 32, 43 and 44 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 3 1 and 32, drawn to a method of inhibiting the growth of a solid tumor by 
providing exogenous PEDF to endothelial cells associated with said tumor, 
classified in class 435, subclass 455. 

II. Claims 43 and 44, drawn to a method of inhibiting neovascularization in an eye 
by providing exogenous PEDF to endothelial cells associated with said tissue 
condition, classified in class 514, subclass 44. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other for following reasons. 

The inventions of groups I and II are patentably distinct because the inventions are drawn 
to distinct methods that require different starting material and modes of operation. The method 
of Group I requires endothelial cells associated with tumor, whereas the method of group II 
requires endothelial cells from the eye. Each method comprises steps to achieve distinct 
purpose. Therefore, the invention of Groups I and II are patentably distinct. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. A search of the subject matter of one invention would not be co- 
extensive with a search of the other invention, and therefore the search would be burdensome. 
Each invention is capable of supporting a separate patent. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
